At a time when many Georgia busi- 
nessmen’s. groups and clubs are taking 
straw votes that show a preference for 
Richard M. Nixon as president, the stu- 
dent body of West Georgia College-veted- 
404 to 133 for John F. Kennedy Tuesday.

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B70 Decision Serves 


Best Interest of Nation 


The Defense department's decision to 
permit the Air Force to resume full- 
scale developmént of the B70 supersonic 
bomber is in line with the most advanced 
thinking of the nation’s defense planners. 
It is a victory, too, for the mixed-force 
concept which maintains that reliance on 
missiles alone is not enough. 

The Air Force now is authorized to 
spend 265 million dollars on the project 
this fiscal year. While time lost—about 
a year—cannot be made up, the aircraft 
will be ready for its test flight late in 
1962. When this is completed and pro- 
duction begins, the nation and the air- 
craft industry will have achieved a ma- 
jor breakthrough in manned aircraft. 

The B70 is designed to fly intercon- 
tinental ranges at a speed faster than an 
ordinary high-powered rifle bullet, al- 
most three times the speed of sound. It 
will cruise at about 70,000 feet. It will 
advance aviation by probable decades, 
military as well as commercial. It will be 
able to deliver the heaviest nuclear 
weapons, plus air-launched ballistic mis- 
siles, to any target in the world and re- 
turn to home base without refueling. 

Gen. White, chief of the Strategic Air 
Command, has described it as a “must” 
for SAC’s arsenal of deterrent power in 
the years ahead. This force still packs 
about 90 per cent of the free world’s re- 
taliatory capability, a capability which al- 
most certainly has prevented a third world 
war. 

While development has been delayed, 
we hope the decision to proceed will be 
followed up by determined action to speed 
up the program as much as possible.

NEW YORK—Our next president is going to 
be under immediate pressure to make major 
foreign policy decisions. He will be urged from 
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many quarters to participate in an early spring summit meeting. He 
must make a series of important diplomatic appointments. And he 
will face a mounting crisis inside NATO, our most significant al- 


liance. 

For these reasons, it is not only 
desirable that the victor in next 
week’s election should decide 
swiftly who will be his secretary 
of state but that he should begin 
conversations with that man as 
soon as possible. 

Several candidates for this posi- 
tion are often mentioned. On the 
Republican side, a most obvious 
and eligible choice would be 
Douglas Dillon, now undersecre- 
tary and former ambassador to 
Paris. 

On the Democratic side, one 
frequently hears the names of Ad- 
lai Stevenson, Chester Bowles, 
Averell Harriman, David Bruce 
and Sens. Fulbright and Mans- 
field. 

Finally, there is the Mugwump, 
or independent, center where one 
finds the greatly respected Eu- 
gene Black, head of the Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development. 

Black is in the most unusual 
position of any, for one hears oc- 
casional discussion of his capabili- 


ties by prominent members of 
each party. Personally, Black 
sees himself more a Democrat 
than a Republican because, as a 
native and former resident of 
Georgia, he used to vote for that 
party. But he has cast his ballot 
for Republicans more than once, 
including the last time. 

Black is wholly non-contentious, 
in terms of politics. He has a high 
reputation with Congress, a fact 
Sen. Kennedy considers essential 
for any secretary of state. His 
name is not linked with any par- 
ticular geographical area as are 
the names of Dillon and Bruce 
with Europe or Bowles with Asia. 
And he is esteemed by such wide- 
ly separated figures as Tito, Nas- 
ser or Pakistan’s President Ayub. 

On the whole, one may say that 
the futurity lists for this all-im- 
portant post look promising. That 
is good news because, unfor- 
tunately, the foreign policy argu- 
ments of the presidential candi- 
dates have sometimes been bad 
news.

The Rev. Martin Luther King 
praised Sen. John F. Kennedy for 
“moral courage of a high order’ 
Tuesday but declined to make 
an outright endorsement of the 
Democrat. 


In a prepared statement and 
in a question-and-answer session, 
however, the integration leader 
left little doubt where his per- 
sonal sentiments lie. 


King said that during the time 
he was in jail last week, he had 
heard nothing from Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon. 


CITES VOTE SHIFT 


And he told reporters that he 
knew of ‘‘several” Negro leaders 
who had switched from Nixon to 
Kennedy in the last few days. 


Asked what the Kennedy camp 
had done for him specifically, 
King said he knew of nothing 
more than what had appeared in 
newspapers: that the candidate 
had called Mrs. King and that 
Robert Kennedy had asked the 
judge in the case whether King 
was entitled to. bail. 


But these actions “‘in the midst 
of a campaign.”’ showed ‘‘moral 
courage of a high order,” King 
asserted. 


WANTS CRITICAL FREEDOM 


The minister declined to make 
a flat endorsement on grounds 
that he was head of a non-partisan 
group and wanted to be ‘‘free 
to be critical of both parties when 
necessary.” 


“But for fear of being con- 
sidered an ingrate, I want to make 
it palpably clear that I am deep- 
ly grateful to Sen. Kennedy for 
the genuine concern he expressed 
in my arrest. 

PRAISES MAYOR 

King also expressed appreci- 
ation to Atlanta’s Mayor Harts- 
field ‘‘for his constructive leader- 
ship throughout. this whole 
struggle.”’ 


King, head of the pro-integra- 
tion Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference, was sent to 
Reidsville State Prison for one 
day after DeKalb Judge Oscar 
Mitchell said King’s participation 
in a lunchroom ssit-in violated 
terms of King’s probation on a 
no-driver’s-license conviction.
